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The 'Pretty Face' of a Frightening Phenomenon

If the unusually warm weather brought you 
outdoors during the days around this Christmas and 
New Year's, either in your own yard or walking up the 
sidewalk, you may have noticed a myriad of curious 
sights: green, green grass; hearty winter viburnum and 
cherry trees blossoming; Johnny-Jump Ups and daffodils 
pushing up through the ground; and lavender lilacs in 
bloom. Even some rhododendrons and azaleas flowered 
while still strung with Christmas lights, an unusual 
juxtaposition. 

In the dead of winter, nature was coming into 
life in the Tri-Town region - and beyond. Christmas 
Day temperatures reached the lower 60s, preceded and 
followed by days of spring-like 50-degree weather. 

Take this week's cover of The Wanderer *, for 
example. Although viburnum is known to bloom 
throughout autumn, this particularly warm fall, followed 
by an above-average mild December, kept some of these 
trees from reaching total dormancy and to reawaken 
instead to bloom out another round of flowers into the 
New Year. A series of cold days and biting frosts will 
eventually render the viburnum dormant; however, other 
types of flowering vegetation such as the cherry tree, 
sweetbay magnolia, and the lilac operate on an energy 
budget of sorts, and the warmer weather has caused some 
of these trees to expend too much energy too early in the 
growing season. 

It is not entirely uncommon anymore for fall- 
flowering trees to perpetuate their bloom into the winter, 
said local arborist Paul Sellers, who is also the senior 
arborist for Eversource, but how quickly it turns cold and

how cold it becomes will determine how the trees will 
perform in springtime. 

"Generally, when we experience a warm fall 
season, like we did this year, plants start to flower 
prematurely," said Sellers during a phone interview. 
"Generally, it's not a full bloom that you get. Rather, a 
limited bloom happens." 

When the temperatures change. Sellers said, the 
cold kills off the foliage of the prematurely blossoming 
trees. 

The result is fewer blooms in the spring. 

One may wonder if is there anything that can be 
done to save the trees so they will still burst with blooms 
in the spring. Yes and no, said Sellers. 

"Mulching is actually one of the best buffers for 
keeping the root system safe and secure," Sellers said, 
"even through the winter months." 

It keeps the important root zone moist, which 
could help prevent further desiccation and vulnerability 
to root damage causing more of a negative impact next 
spring on blooming trees. 

If you want to try to take action to help your 
trees after an early bloom. Sellers said it is still not too 
late to mulch around your trees and gardens, but hold off 
on using fertilizer until you have the soil analyzed by a 
professional. 

"If you over fertilize, you can actually do more 
harm than good," said Sellers. "It is worthwhile to have 
the soil testing done, and it's best to have a professional

do the assessment." 

The National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA) deemed this December to be 
the warmest on record. Just about 12,000 daily warm 
temperature records were broken this month from the 
plains east to the coast where warm weather records were 
figuratively shattered. Furthermore, climatologists expect 
that NOAA, in 2016, will report the year 2015 as the 
warmest year globally ever recorded. 

A record warm for Mattapoisett, Marion, and 
Rochester doesn't attract a whole lot of climate change 
attention nationally, so we generally rely on evidence 
such as the December daffodils and tree blossoms - 
what I kind of consider to be the "prettier face" of the 
frightening phenomenon of climate change on the local 
Tri-Town level- to tell us that things are changing around 
here. It was a different kind of December than what we 
are used to.

crashed against those unforgiving surfaces. First one knee 
then the other, in quick rotation, suffered lacerations and 
the delicate venerable kneecaps instantly sent out warning 
shots. I was too shocked to feel fear and too absorbed in 
trying to figure out how to save myself from possibly far 
worse injury. My internal dialogue went something like, 
"OK, you are in trouble now kid. What's the fix?" I elected 
to use my bodacious booty, aka, back side, aka, butt, 
with its layers of padding as that part of my body I could 
sacrifice for the survival of the total personage.

Three new people have been appointed to the 
Rochester Personnel Board since the resignation of that 
board's three members just after the 2015 Annual Town 
Meeting, when voters rejected an article crafted by the 
board that would have altered the Town's Employee 
Compensation Plan. 

On January 4, the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
met with two of the new members to discuss the 
Personnel Board's main task - coming up with a way to 
save the town money by changing the conditions of the

employee step increase policy. 

"We just wanted to say 'hi,'" Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Richard Nunes told Alan Boling and 
Christopher Peck. Third member Jean Armstrong was not 
present. 

Town Administrator Michael McCue talked of an 
upcoming yet-to-be-scheduled first meeting of the newly 
reconstituted board, which will also include Highway 
Department employee Harrison Harding as a non-voting 
employee representative. 

"I already have my suggestions, my thoughts, 
on how things should be rewritten," said McCue. Other 
duties of the board, he said, would be hearing grievances 
and acting as an arbitrator, collecting and reviewing 
employee evaluations, and deciding on the annual three- 
percent wage step increase for non-union employees 
covered under the Employee Compensation Plan. 

The plan currently allows certain employees to 
advance a step each year based on merit, but not beyond 
step number 10, the maximum, which Nunes said most 
often takes employees only 10 years to reach. 

The comp plan, said Selectman Naida Parker, 
was established with the intent of making employee pay 
competitive with other surrounding towns, because, at 
one time, Rochester's compensation was significantly 
lower. 

"That has changed, so now, not only are we 
competitive," said Parker, but in many cases, she 
continued, Rochester's compensation is higher. Now, 
she said, the suggestion is to eventually eliminate the 
compensation plan and simply hire all employees at a 
competitive rate, relying on annual cost of living pay 
increases instead of the steps. 

Nunes recapitulated the board's consensus that 
an employee compensation plan step policy should be 
slowed to an extent so that employees would not max- 
out in just 10 years. He said, on the federal level, an 
employee comp plan might be slowed down, for example, 
to every two years upon reaching step five, and then, 
upon reaching step seven, the remaining steps would be 
attainable every three years. 

"So instead of maxing-out in ten years . . . you 
max-out in eighteen," Nunes said. 

Other towns' employees of this category, pointed 
out Selectman Brad Morse, are unionized. "We want to 
avoid that if we can," said Morse. Boling concurred. 

"That's a good thing to avoid if you can," said 
Boling. "If you can keep it non-unionized, that's better for 
everyone." 

The Personnel Board will meet for the first time 
within the next two weeks. 

In other matters, McCue wants residents to know 
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that the 2016 trash and recycling schedule has been posted 
to the website in several easy-to-find locations, in light of 
several inquiries as to when the schedule would be mailed 
to residents. 

The board briefly discussed codifying the Town's 
bylaws in anticipation of an article in an upcoming special 
town meeting requesting up to $10,000 to pay for the 
service. McCue said the Town probably would not need 
the entire amount, but a little contingency money is a 
good thing. 

McCue asked selectmen to think about some 
questions they might want to ask residents in a pop-up 
survey he hopes to add to the website - questions other 
than the ones pertaining to the town hall annex he plans 
to ask. Selectmen will discuss the matter at a later date. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for January 11 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 


Selectman Will Not Seek Reelection

Perry said Murphy holds all the state required 
certifications of shellfish officer as well as full-time 
harbormaster. 

In other matters, the director of the Elizabeth 
Taber Library requested that the selectmen vote to 
designate parking spaces along Spring Street for library 
use only. 

Chief Miller told selectmen he was never a 
fan of restricting parking, especially in the village area 
because, once it is done, it is done. He suggested holding 
off on a vote until he could contact Sippican School and 
surrounding businesses that may have employees parking 
their vehicles in front of the library for extended periods 
of time. 

"At this point, I would just like to hold off and 
maybe we can alleviate the situation," Miller said.

Bay Club Petitions for Trash Collection 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

The Mattapoisett Planning Board's first meeting 
for 2016 was like an instant replay of meetings from 2015 
- another subdivision requesting covenant modifications 
that would allow the residents town trash collection. 

David Andrews, representing the Bay Club Real 
Estate Trust and Bay Club Community Association, came 
before the Planning Board with the request on January 4. 

"We are aware of others who have received 
changes to their covenants," he told the board, and he 


referenced the new contract the town signed with ABC 
Disposal that seemingly entitles all residents in the town 
to town-supplied trash collection. 

Andrews acknowledged that he understood that 
if the Planning Board allowed the modification, it would 
not be the only approval needed; they would also have to 
go before the Board of Health. 

"I'm here to clear this hurdle," he stated. 

Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker said, 
"Trash. This is all we've talked about at the last couple of 
meetings. I'm not sure how much discussion we can have 
on this."

removal at the subdivision, written on January 20, 2003 
and February 14, 2003. Thirteen years later, and after 
two other subdivisions successfully lobbied the Planning 
Board to modify their covenants in favor of town- 
supplied trash collection, it was Bay Club's turn to ask for 
a covenant modification.

Board member Mary Crain asked for clarification 
on the contracts the town has with SEMASS and with 
ABC Disposal. Tucker said SEMASS handles solid waste, 
ABC collects solid waste that is transported to SEMASS, 
and ABC also handles all recycled materials. 

"Recycling has decreased the amount of tonnage 
going to SEMASS," Tucker told Crain. 

The board ultimately voted to grant modifications 
to the Bay Club covenant. 

When asked if the other subdivisions who have 
been granted similar latitude had successfully applied to 
the Board of Health, Tucker said he was unaware of any 
action by that board at this time.

plan," said Ferrari. "We have drafts from the past so that 
we can get more detailed plans for the future."

This open house addressed several different 
but interwoven aspects of the Master Plan, including 
improving traffic and road safety, creating new zoning 
bylaws to allow appropriate development in certain areas, 
and protecting the Village and Harbor. 

"We want to adopt design guidelines which 
define Marion's style, and will place clear expectations on 
the growth and environments which the town wants to 
see," King clarified. 

The driving decisions for the Master Plan come 
from town demographics and market and data trends. 
Marion's age trend provided curious information. 

Since 1990, Marion's population has aged fairly 
rapidly, with the many residents nestled upwards of age 
45. Marion's average age in 2015 was 46.1. That is seven 
years older than Massachusetts' overall average age of 
36.1. Marion's age data indicates that the final master plan 
will be driven largely by the needs of those residents 45 or 
older. 

Several residents brought up Marion's unique 
status as a seasonal destination for many residents. They 
were curious to know if SRPEDD considered that many 
of Marion's voting residents don't live in the town year- 
round while drawing their demographic analysis. 

"You know, we didn't think of that," admitted 
King, "but it would make a good analysis. I'll add that in 
right now." 

Residents also wanted to know what would 
happen after SRPEDD finalized the Master Plan, which 
King mentioned would hopefully be done in late 2016. 
Once finalized, the Master Plan will be submitted to the 
Marion Planning Board for their review. Once the final 
plan is submitted, SRPEDD' s role will be finished and it 
will be up to Marion to act on the plan.

the board's role. 

"We will review the Master Plan and decide 
which aspects we want to take action on," Lane said. 
"We can then pass recommendations, and of course any 
changes will need to be voted on. But those will be the 
next steps." 

After his presentation. King released the group 
to a number of tables around the room - staffed by 
other SRPEDD representatives - where they addressed 
different aspects of Marion's Master Plan. The residents 
could discuss any questions and concerns with the 
representatives. They were also provided with a sheet 
on which to write down any questions, comments, or 
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concerns for submission to SRPEDD before they left.

Somewhere back in the forgotten history of codes 
and regulations is a decision that placed agricultural 
operations under the governance of the Uniform State 
Plumbing Code. As odd as that may sound, that is the 
case and it was discussed on January 5 at the meeting of 
the Mattapoisett Agricultural Commission. 

Some farmers have felt that those regulations 
were too inflexible for agricultural activities and needed 
some updating to embrace current best practices. 

The Agricultural Commission discussed sending 
a letter in support of a house bill that would begin 
the process of reviewing statues that affect farming 
businesses and give a bit more weight to the needs of 
those operations.

Leonard Mirra, Second Essex District, reads in part, 
the board of examiners of plumbers and gas fitters is authorized 
to amend the Uniform State Plumbing Code, to include a

impact on farmers in the future. 

Commission member Mike King said, "You can't 
use PVC pipes [in some farming functions]." King said, 
for some functions, only copper piping is allowed, which 
puts an undue financial burden on the farmer. With this 
house bill, that type of regulation might be modified, he 
suggested. 

In other business, the commission has produced 
car decals that they plan to sell for $5 each. The decal is 
a replica of the new 'Right to Farm' signs. The proceeds 
from the decals will help offset printing costs for an 
updated brochure the commission has been working on 
for several months. The brochure describes the town's 
commitment to agriculture, support of farmers, and 
contact information. 

And speaking of the new 'Right to Farm' signs 
designed by resident Lori Nunes, the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association newsletter. The Beacon, has 
acknowledged the beauty of the signs along with the 
community's support for agricultural businesses. 
Commission member Melody Pacheco said another 
newspaper featured a piece on the signs and the town's 
farming culture for an upcoming issue.

The calm serenity of winter break has been 
replaced by the hectic flurry of responsibility as school 
kicks back into gear. Clubs are reorganizing after the time 
off, and classes are slowly getting back into the swing of 
things. The daily rut has begun again, and the stress of 
school is already looming over the heads of students. 

Life at ORR for a student can be stressful. Trying 
to juggle between classes and homework and clubs and 
sports can leave students feeling lost in a whirlwind of 
ever-increasing responsibility. Stress is a constant factor in 
everybody's lives - not exclusively high schoolers - but 
the students of Old Rochester Regional have discovered 
ways in which to enjoy their high school experience 
despite the pressure. 

For many, stress relief can be found from melodies 
flowing out of an earbud. 

"What gets me through the day is music," said 
Mary Roussell. "If I didn't have music, I don't think I'd 
want to go to school at all." 

And although wearing earbuds isn't allowed in 
the halls, many students in studies and in lunch make 
sure to decompress with some of their favorite artists. 
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For some, meditation is a way to focus on what 
really matters and calm overworked nerves. 

"There's this really nice app called calm.com that 
my guidance counselor told me about," said Erin Costa, 
"and it has guided meditations, it has timed meditations. 
You can listen to nice calming sounds for as long as you 
want to. You can do it as white noise as you're doing your 
work." On top of using meditation, Costa gives herself 
checkpoints of sorts. 

"What gets me through the day is knowing that 
once the day is over, I get to sleep. And even giving 
myself pinpoints, like 'make it to lunch' or 'make it to 
track' is helpful." Costa said. 

But high school isn't only a time to discover what 
ways are most efficient for stress relief. It's also a time to 
grow and learn a new, more practical set of skills to use in 
college and beyond. 

"I got very organized very quickly to adjust to my 
school responsibilities because as the expectations grew, 

I didn't, and had to adjust right away," said Jonathan 
Kvilhaug. 

The pressure can be put on from a multitude 
of different sources, notably from peers. Appearance 
is important in high school, and despite its shallow 
influence, students take great care in what others think of 
them. 

Multiple different students explained how their 
biggest stress came from their hectic schedules and trying 
to find time for themselves. And there is, of course, the 
sheer amount of work. 

"The thing that stresses me out the most is when 
the expectations of teachers are more on the physical 
aspects of learning rather than the physical act of 
learning," said Kvilhaug. "When the focus is primarily on 
results, it takes away from achievement in other aspects." 

Yet, teachers at ORR are understanding and offer 
wise advice and a helping hand to the students who need 
a little more motivation.

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of maturing in high school, and English teacher Bertrand 
Allain has some helpful advice for students who may be 
struggling to keep up.

The Hateful Eight Starring Samuel L. Jackson and Kurt 
Russell. Directed by Quentin Tarantino. Running time: 
167 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Quentin Tarantino's justifiably cocky new film 
The Hateful Eight unfolds on a wide, wide canvas — 
enormously wide, epically wide. Yet most of the action 
plays out either inside a moving stagecoach or inside a 
tavern during a blizzard, and most of that action is talk — 
ruminations about who can be trusted, or disquisitions on 
such topics as the ignominious last moments of a bounty 
hunter or the taste of stew relative to its maker. This stew 
certainly tastes like Tarantino cooked it, and viewers 
whose palate has adjusted to the loquacious maestro's 
style will sigh with pleasure. The hellfire-in-mahogany 
images (shot in 70mm Ultra Panavision by Robert 
Richardson) and knife-edge sound design ground us in 
a stark reality that Tarantino eventually gleefully stomps 
on. 

The people onscreen may be hateful but the 
movie, like all Tarantino's films, is a work of love. The 
timbre of a seasoned actor's growl, the tactile thud of a 
gun hitting a wooden floor, the squeak of a heavy boot 
on a stagecoach step — all of these elements get such 
adoring play that The Hateful Eight could almost be a radio 
play. But the sounds mix with the Jackson Pollock blood 
spatters and the white hell of snow-torn Wyoming and 
the chafing left on a woman's wrist by handcuffs. The 
woman, Daisy Domergue (Jennifer Jason Leigh), is being 
taken to the town of Red Rock by bounty hunter John 
Ruth (Kurt Russell), called "the Hangman" because he 
sees that all his prisoners dangle. Ruth wants to deliver 
Daisy alive, but he isn't above bashing her with a gun butt 
or an elbow. 

Misogynist? Not the movie — Tarantino hands 
the film to Jennifer Jason Leigh, who hungrily bites into 
the patented Tarantino Comeback Role. Daisy is as much 
a cackling agent of chaos as the Joker was, and in a way 
the harsh treatment of her is anti-sexist. I was reminded 
of the mobster in Ghost Dog who shot a female cop; when 
his partner blurts "You just shot a broad," the mobster 



equal," and so Daisy, who can take as well as mastermind 
hard punishment, is equal. 

The same can't be said for black people, not in the 
movie's timeline some years after the Civil War, and not 
now, either, Tarantino is saying. Samuel L. Jackson's Major 
Marquis Warren (probably a nod to western writer/ 
director Charles Marquis Warren) is a former Union 
soldier turned bounty hunter, a complicated and perhaps 
not very noble man, someone possibly as deformed by 
the racism of his time as Jackson's character Stephen was 
in Django Unchained. The "N-word" is, as in that prior 
racially charged Tarantino western, said maliciously or 
casually or merely descriptively, even by a Union veteran 
like John Ruth. The people in this movie aren't yet over 
the Civil War. Tarantino doesn't think we in the 21st 
century are, either. 

Jackson's bitter gaiety in the face of white 
hypocrisy holds this long, strange trip together right up 
to the end, when heads are blown off, an arm hacked 
off, blood gushing and puddling on the floor. He's 
eventually matched by the great character actor Walton 
Goggins, whose Chris Mannix claims he's to be the new 
sheriff in Red Rock. We never find out for sure; perhaps 
Mannix is using his position to fuel his hatred the way 
Warren fuels his. The other actors — including Tim 
Roth, Demian Bechir, Bruce Dern, and Michael Madsen, 
who's aging to look and sound like Nick Nolte — are 
more two-dimensional, and give somewhat one-note 
performances, but their characters are conceived as pieces 
on a chessboard. Ruth, Daisy, Warren and Mannix take 
turns believing they can win the game, but in the end two 
opposite numbers on either side of the racial divide are 
united over shared contempt for lies — life-saving ones 
as well as death-dealing ones. I don't know if The Hateful 
Eight has much to offer the uninitiated, but for me the 
worst news about Tarantino's gorgeous and gory "8th 
film" is that there are only, according to him, two more to 
go. I hope not.
